ble use. 
The new rules which, according to 
'lie Supreme (V» urt. have the force 
of law, have, divided milk into tirade 
A A grade A and t i r a d e B. It is pro- 
\ ided that milk k n o w n as Grade A 
shall proceed from animals which 
have been tuberculin tested and which 
have passed a medical ex amination 
by a competent veterinarian. 
This 
is to make sure that 
the milk is 
healthy. 
Furthermore, to he classed 
as Grade A, the milk must be col­ 
lected under the highest conditions of 
cleanliness. 
It 
must 
he 
quickly 
cooled to a temperature of 50 de- 
grees or below and kept there until 
delivered. 
Grade A A include milk of 
¡Grade A which has been pasteurized 
to make certain that it i> absolutely 
I pure. 
The process of pasteurization 
simply means heating the milk to 145 
degrees Fahrenheit for thirty minutes, 
j Grade B consists of milk which prob­ 
ably’ would be pure but which is not 
entirely safe, 
if purchased it should 
he brought to boil and then cooled 
before it is used, 
it may be used for 
cooking. 
In urging the importance of proper 
precaution in preparation of milk for 
table use, members of the State Medi­ 
cal Society are pointing to the fact 
I that fully 1,000 deaths occur nnnu- 
J ally in Indiana on account of ha d 
milk. 
Unhealthy cows are not al- J 
ways responsible, because all too fre­ 
quently diphtheria, typhoid and scarlet 
fever 
infection has 
resulted from 
handlers who were carriers of these 
disea ses.

Stockholm, October 25— Kerensky 
whipped the Bolsheviki in the July 
uprising, but, instead of punishing 
Lenine and Trotsky, he permitted 
them fli«*ir liberty, 
lie later released 
every Bolsheviki prisoner. 
ThC gave the-'soldiers at the front 
great 
courage to 
oppose t h e “ war. 
There are some terrible secrets yet 
to be told of how the Russian soldiers 
killed their officers a f te r they saw 
that Kerensky had not dared to puu- 
ish the Bolsheviki. 
Every Russian 
soldier, who does not want to fight, 
is a Bolsheviki, not for reasons of 
socialism, but because the Bolshevik; 
openly say that they want the war 
to end. 
The only way to save these officers 
was to restore capital punishment. 
Kerenskx could not bring himself to 
agree to capital punishment. 
True 
enough, at one time, he promised not 
to oppose capital punishment in the

lines, but

At the Moscow con­ 
ference Korniloff said that capital 
punishment must he restored through­ 
out the Russian army, both at the 
front and at the rear. 
Within a few days a fte r making 
this declaration 
Korniloff was a d ­ 
vancing on Petrograd, seeking the 
dictatorship of Russia. “ Capital pun­ 
ishment"— that was Komilofl’s war 
cry. 
Of course the soldiers of R u s ­ 
sia, almost to a man, were against 
Korniloff.
